Tjondon, Dec. 27.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Stamda.ro says: "Gen- 
eral Woodford'a note dwells at length 
upon the Spanish complaint against 
filibustering and other moral and ma- 
terial assistance given in the United 
States to the insurgents, whicli the 
Washington government reasserts it hag 
done all in its power to check, with the 
view also of satisfying the representa- 
tions made by Spanish diplomacy. 
The 


Madrid papers say the note is 30 friendly 
and so laudatory of the present home 
rule policy in Cuba and Porto Kico that 
there is a general impression in official 
circles that the relations between tho 
two governments have a decidedly re- 
assuring aspect. 


"At the same time papers of every 


shade of opinion, including the min- 
isterial organs, censure very sharply the 
conduct of the United States govern- 
ment, a.nd are unanimous in saying that 
all the compliments the United States 
pays the new Sp'anis-li colonial policy 
cannot make a proud nation tolerate 
the pretensions of a foreign government 
to have the right to crditicise and con- 
demn the conduct of Spanish generals 
and of the late Spanish government in 
dealing with the rebelhom They equally 
resent the American pretension to inter- 
fere In the Spanish West Indies which 
i? so lepeatecMy claimed in the note and 
the presidential message, and more re- 
cently in Secretary Sherman's advo- 
cacy of relief for distresed Cubans. The 
press is most dissatisfied v, ith the Wood- 
ford note on account of the arguments 
used to refute the Spanish complaints 
against 
filibustering. 
America 
is 


charged nilh infringing all the rules 
and usages of international law in order 
to suit the aims of its encroaching policy 
in the West Indies. 


"It is an open secret that the note has 


caused surpns" and displeasure in offi- 
cial circles, because the government had 
hoped that President JIcKmley and Sec- 
retary Sherman would lefrain from in- 
creasing the embarrassments of the sit- 
uation in Spam in oonsiJeration'.-of all 
the concessions already made to Cuba. 
The government will (IC.iy replying to 
the note for several ~u eeks, as tlie United 
States took nearly t\\o months to rcplv 
to tho Span.sh note. 
When it does re-

firm tone

Englishman Oulwheeled In His First Race 


With Hie Welshman. 


New York, D<ic. 27.—A speedier bi- 


cyclist tUan Arthur Chase, the English- 
man, 
"will have to be produced to -wrest 


the laurel from James Michael, the 
Welshman. That fact became apparent 
to all who witnessed the contest for JO 
miles between the pair Saturday night. 
Chase started at a rapid gate, but the 
little Welshman soon overtook him and 
at the end of the second mile was over a 
lap ahead. Michael gained a.nother lap 
In the fourth mile and the spectators 
cheered the little "wonder" vociferously 
as h« spun around the track like a whirl- 
wind. Michael was simply invincible 
and at the h'nif-h of the fifth mile he 
Sained another lap on his countryman. 
Both men picked up their tandems very 
cleverly. Michael's tactics on the ex- 
changes were- by far the better. He 
never allowed himself to be flurried in 
the least, while Chase bungled some- 
what. 


Michael kept up a heart-breaking pace 


and at the finish of the seventh mile 
was five laps to the good. At the finish 
of the 31th mile Michael spurted and 
gained another lap, nhich put him six 
laps ahead. In the 14th mile two of 
Michael's pacers we-nit over the bajik but 
\\ ere not seriously injured. In the next 
mile, on the fourth lap, Michael ran 
b'gh upon the Madison avenue turn and 
both men foil in a heap, and theirpacprs 
also took a header. Michael remounted 
his -n heo! and got anotner iap to the good 
bpfnro Chase recovered himself. At the 
end of the 36th mile Michael was 13 laps 
ahead and going as swiftly as a swal- 
low's flight. 


In the 26lh mile Chase fell heavily at 


the Fourth avenue turn and was unable 
to go on with the race. He ran into two 
tandem teams and was badly cut up. 
In the smashup Chase's bicycle was 
broken. He borrowed Taylor's wheel, 
but bad to leave the track. Had Chase 
been able to continue, however, he prob- 
ably would hsve been beaten by about 
two miles, as Michael was almost that 
distance ahead of him when the accident 
occurred, and was rapidly gaining.

Wash., Dec. -7.—John Lindsay, of Olyni- 
pia, Wash., Who has just returned from 
Dawson City, says there wiH surely be 
starvation there this winter.

Ixxrvlou, Dec. 27.—A special dispatch 


from Shanghai says: It is reported that 
17 British warships are off Chemulpo, 
Corea, southwest of Seoul, supporting the 
British consul's protest, really amount- 
ing to an ultimatum .against the king's 
practically yielding the government of 
Corea into the hantis of the Russian 
minister. The protest is specially di- 
rected against the dismissal of McLeavy 
Brown, British adviser to the Corean 
customs, in favor of the Russian nom- 
inee. 


The news has produced consternation 


at Seoul, which is heightened by the 
knowledge that Japan has a fleet of 30 
warships awaiting the result of the 
British representation that Japan fully 
eupports. 


According to advices from Tokio, 


Japan has offered to assist the officers 
at Pekin in drilling the Chinese army 
and to consent to a postponement of the 
payment of the war indemnity. Many 
of the viceroys and Pekin officials favor 
the proposal. 


According to a dispatch to The Daily 


Mail a British force landed at Chemulpo 
on Saturday and caused the reinstate- 
ment of Mcl^eavy Brown. The same dis- 
patch refers to "a native rumor that the 
union jack has been hoisted on an island 
in tine mouth of the river Tang Tae 
Kiang."

DARK SIDE OF BOSTON. 


Tragic Ending to Unexplained Bow 


In the Italian Quarter, 


Knife Used With Deadly Ef- 


fect on Two Combatants. 


Suspicion That It 1$ of the Notorious Mafia 


Type of Crime.. 


Boston, Doc. 27.—The Italian quarter 


was the scene of a terrible tragedy Sat- 
uiday night that is giving the police 
considerable trouble, owing to the ret- 
icence of the people concerned who are 
living. 
Joseph Catolarl, who kept a 


boarding house at 3-12 Hanover street, 
was almost instantly killed, his head 
being nearly severed from liis body with 
a loii'g- knife; Saverio Quartario, 34 years 
old, died, after being removed to the 
city hospital, from the effects of a deep 
wound over the heairt, and Saverio Car- 
ebi, 36 years old. the supp-os&d murderer, 
is also at the hospital with two bad 
knife wounds in his leg. 


There was trouble over something in 


the house, and the landlord, Bruno Cap- 
pacino a.nd QuarLai-io went to the street. 
There they encountered Saverio Carbei, 
•u ho formerly boarded with Catolari, but 
left about two weeks ago after having 
some dispute with him. 
A general 


mlxup onsued, during which knives were 
used freely. 
In the row Ca-tolari, Quar- 


tario and Carebl were stabbed. 
Carebi 


was found concealed in a house on 
Webster place and sent to the hospital. 
Cappacino was also run 
down and 


Hocked up, and he and Corebi will be 
charged with the murders of the other 
two. 


As is usual in ca.ses of tragedies among 


Italians it is stated that the trouble 
which ended in the killing really was the 
result of n ffud. 
Catolari was 
well 


known at the north end, and was a fre- 
quent caller at the police station. Some 
four or five months ago he told the cap- 
tain that ho had had trouble with a man 
ii^Ttaly, and that he had been threatened 
v>fih death since he came to this country. 
The captain advised him to swear out 
a warrant for the man's arrest, but this 
he refused to do, say^is that he would 
be murdered surely then. 
These state- 


ments form the ground for a suspicion 
that the murder may have been planned 
by the mafia, and that the o-ld feud in 
the mother country was the indirect 
cause of the tragedy. 


WANT TOO MUCH. 


A WASHINGTON BUD. 


Btln Daisy LBlter Makes Her Debut Under 


Favorable Auspice*. 


One of tho most notable events of the 


early Washington season was the party 
given the other evening by Mrs. L. Z. 


Paslor ot Lynn's Labor Church on the Ark- 


wright Club. 


Lynn, Mass., Dec. 27.—Rev. Herbert N. 


Capson of the labor church, in his Sun- 
clay sermon, discussed the document on 
the wage question issued by the ArU- 
wi ig-ht club. In his observations he 
sa!d: "The Ark\vrlght club, which is 
composed of manufacturers, has 
de- 


clared that labor legislation should be 
abolished and that the wages of New 
England operatives should be reduced to 
a level with the wages paid in the south- 
ern states. This is the Christmas mes- 
sage of peace and good-will which the 
workers of New England found in their 
stockings. 


"The wage of the worker is the measure 


of progress and the standard of civiliza- 
tion. Every reduction means less busi- 
ness, less demand for goods, arid more 
bankruptcy among manufacturers them- 
selves. Kvery cutdown means a lower 
civilization and a lower grade of citi- 
zens. Cheap workers are a.Iways illiter- 
ate and automatic drudges. Where 
have all our modem inventions come 
from ? Not from among the cheap labor- 
ers of the south. You can't raise inven- 
tors on $! a week. In Massachusetts 6 
percent are illiterates; in North Carolina, 
36 percent. Over 23 percent of the native 
whitc-s of North Carolina are illiterate. 
In this state are 657 newspapers; in North 
Carolina there are only 200; and there 
are nearly half a, million more books in 
<jnr public libraries. The Ark\\ right 
club must remember that intelligence 
and speed count for something-. In this 
state the average operative produces a.n- 
nually goods to the value of $1830, and h» 
North Carolina the average product ia 
S1115, or $715 less than the product here. 


"Even under the present conditions, 


capitalists want too much. The fabulous 
prolts cif the great monopolists have 
aroused them into a frenzy of emula- 
tion. If wages are lowered in the north 
they will be forced down still lower in 
th-e south. The ArkwrigM club will nert 
be fending a committee to China and 
u=ing their report as an argument for a 
second reduction; or they will discover 
that monkeys can be trained to run 
machinery and live on d cents a day; and 
they will assert that the national honor 
depends upon the immigration of apes 
and chimpanzsos. 


"The fact is that unless our manufac- 


turers think more of the general wel- 
fare and less of their own dividends, the 
nation will be compelled to sanction 
such labor legislation as will turn over 
to the government the control of the 
whole factory system."

Birds driven before tho wind are toss- 


ed about relentlessly, and they raroly 
recover their balance after ones being 
caught by tho galo. Shore birds aro 
either dashed upon tho waves and made 
to swim for their lives or they are hurl- 
ed violently against trees or other ob- 
jects and killed. Shore birds, when fac- 
ing a gale, will take every advantage of 
trees, 
houses and hills as 
defences 


against tho wind. They will close their ; 
wings and sink so close to the ground ' 
as to get tho protecting .-:helttr of a 
hedge fence, and then swoop up again 
with renewed headway. They frequent- i 
ly advance before tho galo by a series ' 
of side evolutions, flying at right Ulrica 
to tho wind until they have attained con • ! 
siderablo velocity, and then wheeling 
about straight agaiust the wind and j 
making some headway hei'ore it over- 
comes them. This operation is repeated 
continually until the dcbired place is 
reached. 


During onr fall and early wiutei 


gales partridges and quail areqnito fre- 
quently blown ont to sea by a strong 
hurricane, where some of them have 
been picked up by fishermen. In nearly 
all such instances they aro caught, by 
the gale when high in tho air, and be- 
fore they can recover themselves they 
aro hurried out beyond the shore ami 
dropped into the water. 
With their 


plumage soaked with tha spray they in- 
stantly become helpless and cannot 
roach tho shore iu the face of tho wind. 
On onr inland lakes and rivers this is a 
moro common sight thun along the 
ocean shora. 


When onco blown out to sea, tho 


ehoro birds have little chance- of escape. 
Unable to 
battle ag.iinst tho heavy 


wind, they yield themselves to their 
fato and drift about until the storm 
subsides. By that tinio they aro likely 
to bo so far from bhore that theycauuot 
reach it again, and they cither fly or 
swim until they starve to death or dio 
of exhaustion. Their dead bodies, along 
wit'.i those of tho hapless gulls, terus 
and herons, are finally drifted upon 
some shore, where the waves leave them 
high and dry. After every heavy storm 
hundreds of such luckless victims can 
be fouud ou the beaches of our Atlantis 
coast.—Our Animal Frioiids.

Tho 
reaper needs a quick brain and a quick 
hand, but not necessarily a strong arm 
nor a powerful back. He -works sitting 
down.

tons. Tho most desirable farmhand is 
not the fellow who can pound- the 
"mauling machine" most lustily at the 
county fair. He is tho man with tho 
cunning brain who can get tho most 
work out of a machine without break- 
ing it.

finds himself advanced to the ranks of 
skilled labor and enjoys a position not 
widely different from that ot the mill- 
hand in the east.

ufacture. They aro produced in great 
variety of colors, qualities, sizes and 
styles and sold in enormous nnmbera 
and many of them at prices that seam 
inarvolouply cheap. It is probable that 
nearly all the programmes of the kinds 
referred to, handsome and elaborate aa 
many of them are, would sell complete 
at prices under $5 a hundred. There are 
folded ball programmes, with a picture 
decoration, that are sold at wholesale, 
without printing or cord and tassel, as 
low as 35 cents a hundred. 


Tho 
production of 
costlier 
pro- 


grammes, such, as sell for $5 a hundred 
and upward, is a business by itself. These 
are made in about 150 different designs, 
ranging in price iipto$1.25 each. They 
are made in a great variety of shapes 
and sizes, and, aa •with the less costly 
programmes, of designs appropriate to 
the occasion on which they are used. 
The more costly programmes are adorn- 
ed with hand painted pictures. 
Cellu- 


loid in various forms is employed in the 
making of these programmes, and satin, 
lace and papier mache aro also used. 
All these programmes aro of larger size 
than the less1 expensive varieties, and 
each one is put up in a box. A pro- 
gramme of the highest price was an 
elaborate production 14 inches square. 
The programmes most commonly sold 
among tho costlier kinds bring about 
$18 a hundred. 


There are sold of the cheaper vari- 


eties of ball programmes millions annu- 
ally ; of the costlier far fewer. These 
may be numbered in thousands. Winter 
is tho season of the most active demand 
for ball programmes, but they are sold 
tho year round. Some ball programmes 
are exported to Mexico and the various 
countries of South America. Many of 
the designs are equally suitable and ap- 
propriate anywhere. The printing is 
done in the countries in which, they are 
used.— New York Sun.

Inch—The Bank of England—Immense 
Riches Represented In AEnaeama, Art 
Galleries, Churches and Bridges. 


"Have you ever thought what Lon- 


don is worth?" remarked a vainer to 
the writer the other day, "and will you 
believe ine when I tell yon that all the 
money in the world piled up in one 
enormous heap would not buy the treas- 
ures on which Londoners may gaze at 
will every day of their lives?" 


There was "copy" in the idea, and I 


took my valuer friend round London on 
valuing intent. 


We came to town on the under- 


ground. "Two thousand yards of this 
railway," said my friend, "cost £2,- 
000,000, or, if you like to have it so, 
£80 an inch. If you wanted to buy this 
bit now, you would probably be asked 
£5,000,000 for it. There is another mile 
on the same line which would cost you 
something like £2,000,000, having cost 
a third of a million to lay down. But 
that is comparatively moderate. If the 
electric railway were put up to auction 
and you were fortunate to get it at cost 
price, you would need the wealth of 
seven millionaires to boy it. These 3% 
miles of railway are worth quite £12,- 
000,000 as prices go nowadays. 


"Get out at this station and look at 


the monument, you would not buy it 
for £20,000. In five minutes you will 
be at the Mansion House, which cost a 
mere £70,000 to build, but is now worth 
nearer £750,000. Tho Boyal Exchange, 
as a building of bricks and mortar, is 
worth £200,000, but it stands on land 
Worth £2,000,000. Not long ago land 
in this neighborhood was sold at the 
rate of £2,000,000 an acre. 


"The Bank of England would prob- 


ably fetch £4,000,000 in the market, 
but as there is always £20,000,000 
worth of gold in the cellars its standing 
value is about £24,000,000. Go west- 
ward over Hblborn viaduct and -remem- 
ber that that short stretch of highway 
is worth over £2,000,000. You would 
want nearly £2,000,000 to buy the gen- 
eral postoffice, which yon have just 
passed, and the law courts, with the 
land on which they stand, are worth j 
£2,500,000. 


"Walk along the Strand and stand 


for five minutes on Waterloo bridge. 
The property you see here would make 
dozens ol your friends millionaires at a 
stroke. Two million pounds would not 
buy those two hotels, and Somerset 
House, at building cost only, is good for 
£300,000. Tho bridge you aro standing 
on was a. disastrous failure when it was 
built, but it is worth, now more than 
tho £1,000,000 which it originally cost. 
There are seven bridges on cither side 
of you, which cost between thorn over 
£4,'000,000. 
The tunnels underneath 


the river aro worth millions as a com- 
mercial property, and the embankment 
is now worth probably double the £2,- 
000,000 which it cost to make. 


"If St. Paul's were private properly, 


you might induce tho owner to sell it 
lor £10,000,000, but tho likelihood is 
very remote. Those tattered banners 
which you have seen so often would 
arou?a pretty keen bidding at the sales, 
and if you got one for £10,000 yon might 
1hiuk yourself extremely lucky. West- 
minster abbey is difficult to value. It is 
one of those things that cannot be 
bought, but the sales give us some idea 
what historic treasures are worth in the 
market, and I should not be surprised if 
the abbey—put up in lots—realized 
£50,000,000. Fancy putting a ticket on 
Jacob's pillar or the royal tombs! 


"You havo admired tho magnificent 


exterior of the houses of parliament and 
tho splendid-interior, but you will per- 
haps bo surprised to know that you could 
not erect thc&a buildings today for £3,- 
000,000. St. Thomas' hospital, and the 
Albert embankment running along the 
trout of it. are worth together over £1, 
000,000, r.nd the bridge leading to it 
cost £250,000. 


"Perhaps yon have never reflected 


what a privilege you enjoy in being 
able to visit so many places free. The 
British museum, which anybody can 
see for nothing, could not bo bought up 
by all the millionaires'in America. If 
it were absolutely empty, it would be 
worth £1,500,000, and it is full of price- 
less treasures, one collection alone be- 
ing worth nearly £250,000. The Na- 
tioual gallery is worth millions. It cost, 
with tho now Tate gallery section, 
£350,000 to build, and has one picture 
which cost £14 an inch and 38 others 
which cost £lj 700 apiece. 


"Tho Albert hall and Boyal aquarium 


are each worth about £250,000, but the 
Crystal palace cost more than three 
IIIESS tho value of both these, the bill 
for the palace being £1,600,000. Earl's 
court, the great show rivaling the pal- 
ace, has millions' worth of treasures 
which you can see for 1 shilling, and 
even when it is empty the 25 acres of 
gardens and buildings are worth £300,- 
1)00. 


"The hotels and public houses of 


London could not be bought up for £20,- 
000,000, to say nothing of tho land on 
which they stand. Two of them pay 
£450 a week between them in ground 
rent. Buckingham palace is not very 
gorgeous, but it is worth £4,000,000 as 
it stands, and if you wanted to rent it 
privately you would havo to pay £4,000 
a week for it. Devonshire Housa and 
Lansdowne House, in Piccadilly, would 
cost you £1,000,000, but you would not 
expect the picture galleries thrown in 
at this price. They are worth hundreds 
of thousands."—London Tit-Bits.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Business during the holiday season has 


been better, the country over, than for 
five years before. From the larger cities 
of the country comes the one report—bus- 
iness good and holiday trade very active. 
Moreover, at the season when wholesale 
business usually shrinks, the pressure of 
demands for immediate deliveries, which 
results from unprecedented distribution 
to consumers, keeps many establishments 
at work that usually begin their yearly 


rt*Ung spell somewhat earlier. Instead 
of decreasing, the demand for products 
shows an unexpected increase in several 
important branches. 


Wheat and grain has risen in price dur- 


ing the week past, and the West is accord- 
ingly in good business spirits. 
The de- 


mand for wheat in Chicago is unprece- 
dented and the figure is almost as high as 
in New York city. 


The cotton business has a bad look- 


Cotton goods have further declined in 
prices of bleached which met active 
southern competition, and the 
Fal1 


Eiver spinners insist upon a reduction Of 
one-ninth in wages, other New England 
mills Joining. Out of 101 New England 
works 45 have passed dividends, 14 a1 
Fall River, with 15 others paying 1 per 
cent, for the last quarter. The fall in the 
price of cotton, when mills were holding 
heavy stocks of goods, placed this in- 
dustry in a most embaras3ing position. 


Woolen mills have begun buying do- 


mestic wool heavily, especially Montana 
and Territory, as if assured of large busi- 
ness for the season about to open.Contracts 
of unknown magnitude have been made.it 
is said, many at previous prices, but 
others at moderate advance. 


Shipments of boots and shoes from the 


East in December have been 23 per cent. 
larger than last year, then the greatest 
for that month, and 37 per cent, larger 
than in 1892. This unprecedented move- 
ment for two months has been almost 
w jolly to meet urgent demands caused by 
•ales greater than dealers anticipated to 
that nearly all orders for January and 
later months have been met by supple- 
mentary shipments. 
New business for 


the next season is very small, and few 
works have more than three weeks busi- 
nessahead,but with such a consumption in 
progress are not apprehensive. Buying of 
leather is closely confined to necessities 
and prices have changed but slightly. 


The stock market has been erratic, 


within narrow limits for most stocks, 
though coal carriers are especially strong! 
The average for railways closed 38 cents 
per share higher,and for trusts $1.14 high- 
er. Railway earnings reported for two 
weeks of December are 10.5 per cent 
larger than last year, and fall very slightly 
below those of 1892, east-bond tonnage 
from Chicago being barely 1 per cent 
smaller for three weeks. Failures for 
three weeks have been only §7,227303 
agiinst $14,602,007 last year. Failures for 
the week have been 292 in the United 
State- against 297 last year, and 33 in Can- 
ada against 44 last year. 


THE FIBST [TIcKINLICY CHRISTMAS, 


The first McKinley Chrtistmas has come 


*nd gone. It has been more than a year 
since the people of this country decided 
for McKinleyism as against Bryanisrn. 
They chosa wisely, and are already in 
possession of the first fruits of their wis- 
dom. The electioirof Bryan would have 
contracted the currency by driving every 
Sold coin out of circulation, as well as by 
cutting dorfn the purchasing power ol 
the paper and silver that remained. The 
election of McKinley has beea followed 
by a steady accumulation of the stock of 
gold money. The amount of gold coined 
in the United States mints during the 
past year was $70,000,000—that is equal to 
about one dollar of additional circulation 
in gold for every man, woman and child 
in the United States, Besides the direct 
benefit of the wholsome increase of the 
currency—a thing very different from in- 
crease by paper or silver inflation—there 
is an indirect benefit, because the more 
gold there is in circulation, the more are 
tbe fiat and semi-flat elements of the cur- 
rency bolstered against depreciation. 


Already the income of the 
national 


treasury is increasing. Business has re- 
vived, and our exports are much larger 
than for several years past. The cause of 
labor has made great progress. 
Accord- 


ing to careful canvasses made by the or- 
ganized trades in New York for the World 
of that city there were 92,000 people out 
of employment last week, 33,000 less than 
Imet year. There is always a vast army of 
unemployed in New York city during the 
winter season. The number is augmented 
at this time by the forced idleness of a 
large number of garment workers and 
other strikers. But almost every skilled 
builder in the city is employed, showing 
a healthy sign of commencing prosperity 
and steadily improving conditions.

IN THE HINTERLAND. 


WEALTH OF WEST 
AFRICA THAT 


FRANCE AND ENGLAND ARE AFTER. 


Tho Tradesmen of the Tiro European 


Countries Are Engaeed In a Straggle 
For Conquest Which May Call For Ar- I 
Litratlon to Prevent a War. 
j 


James Pinnock, African merchant of 1 


Liverpool, who was one of the original 
promoters of the Boyal Niger company : 
and director for mauy years, in the ! 
ronrso of an interview -with a represent- I 
alive of The Daily Mail, said: "I went ] 
out to west Africa 40 years ago and vis- | 
ited almost every port and place in that 
rcgicu, including the Niger, many | 
yjues, and my business has been with 
V,<ist Africa ever since'. In 1870 I built 
ii steamor, called the Rio Forrnoso, spe- 
cially tor service on the river Niger, and 
with her I explored and opened up, for 
the first time in history, the river For- 
cados. This, rivor flows into the Atlantic 
arid is one of the entrances to the Niger. 


"Tho importance of this great river 


Niger and the hinterland is well known 
to those who arc engaged in the African 
trade, but wo cau only expect it will 
slowly dawn on the mind of the British 
public. I am convinced, however, the 
more thoy look into it tho more impor- 
tant they will sco it is to tho interests of 
Britibh trade not to lose any of it. 


"Fiffcen years ago there wcro four 


firms trading on the Niger. They wore 
the West African company, the Clontitil 
African Trading company (and with 
this lattor Taubmau Bros.—one of them 
now Sir Tuubmau Goldie—were con- 
nected), Miller Bros, and myself. Wo 
all four firms joined and called ourselves 
the United African company, which 
was subsequently changed to the Na- 
tional African company and alter that 
again to tho Royal Niger company. 


"The position today," continued Mr. 


Piunock, "would be better understood 
if a good map could bo put before the 
public of the whole hinterland of our 
west African colonies. Such a thing un- 
fortunately docs not exist at present. 
The strict geography of tho country is 
only understood by a very few. Our 
knowledge of tho hinterland, however, 
has increased immensely during the past 
few years, and to instance one particu- 
larly largo territory I would point out 
that the French flag is already flying at 
innumerable towns and stations extend- 
ing from 4 degrees cast longitude to 3 
degrees west longitude and i'roin about 
C degrees north latitude (in tho neigh- 
borhood of Porto Novo and the Daho- 
mey country) to the town of Say on the 
Niger, which is between 13 degrees and 
14 degrees north. Tho English flag is to 
lie found to the east of Porto Novo, and 
e:\teiiding inland to the neighborhood 
of Nikki (now occupied by tho French) 
to various degrees of latitude wherein 
are found (he three British possessions 
and protectorates of Lagos, the Niger 
Coast protectorate and the .Royal Niger 
company. 


"It is from the interior, however, 


that tho futuie great wealth of Africa 
will bo derived, and if all this is allow- 
ed to fall into tho lap of France she 
will bo possessed of an empire second 
only if not equal in the future to tho 
whole of our Indian empire. 


"t-eo what South Africa hao already 


developed into, and as far only as miu- 


| crals are concerned. Tho soil of Africa 


j hao not yet been barely scratched. 
Tho 


j population of this part of Africa, with 


I tho advent of railways, stoppage of the 


slave trade, cessation of internal tribal 
warfare, will increase in equal ratio to 
tha't of the most favored parts of tho 
southern states of America—I mean as 
far as the multiplication of the negro 
population is concerned. 


"The development of this hicterland 


will, in my opinion, exceed all tho 
dreams of the most enthusiastic coloni- 
al party in Franco. Both France and j 
England have sacrificed many men and 
much money in the race to grasp this 
priceless treasure, and the difficulty of 
apportioning it will, I believe, be so 
great that it is more than probable, to 
avert extremes, it will have to be re- 
ferred to some other nation, or council 
of nations, to arbitrate on, as tho mat- 
ter is far too weighty for easy or speedy 
settlement. 


"As evidence of the activity of the 


French I may point to the railway from 
Senegal to the upper Niger. This is 
being pushed forward with a further 
vote of 1,000,000 francs from theCaissa 
des Depots et Consignations, thus cut- 
ting and heading off all our possessions 
from Gambia, Sierra Leone, the Gold 
Coast and Lagoa down to the river 
Niger. 


"A very great deal, if not tho whole 


of tho trouble on the Niger,'' added Mr. 
Piuuook, "would never have arisen but 
for the obnoxious charter given to the 
Royal Niger company. By reason of 
this charter every trader, white and 
black, British or otherwise, is entirely 
excluded from tho country. Had tho 
river and adjacent country been thrown 
opca to free and legitimate trade, as all 
merchants have been clamoring so long 
Cor, backed up by the chambers of com- 
merce of Liverpool and Manchester, all 
tho places in question would have long 
since been full of British subjects, white 
and colored. Trade would have devel- 
oped a thousandfold, and Ihe French 
would never have gouo near it."—Lou- 
don Mail.

! 


the Disease It Brought on by Drinking 


Snow Water. 


Tile valley of the Ehone has been 


quite noted for its goiter victims, al- 
though I am happy to say that through 
the increased watchfulness of the au- 
thorities there now is an abatement of 
the disease. Many different causog are 
assigned to the terrible affliction—this 
enlargement of the glands of the throat, 
goiter, or "big neck," as it is some- 
times .called—and even the best inform- 
ed are far from being unanimous as to 
its origin or prevention. The peasants 
themselves nay it is brought on by tha 
habitual use of snow and glacial water. 
The water is so cold it acts as a counter 
irritant, and so inflames the throat, bnt 
this explanation hardly holds, as the 
inhabitants of the upper regions are not 
so often afflicted as are the people in the 
lower valloys. The nee of chemically 
impure water, especially hard water, is 
given as a cause. 


The experiment has been mado where 


tho water of certain wells was used to 
tho exclusion of all other water. With- 
in a short time goiter symptoms began 
to manifest 
themselves where noue 


had been before. Sometimes this dis- 
ease is epidemic. An instance was 
noted where in a garrison one out of ev- 
ery 20 men became afflicted. 
Infants 


are seldom born with goiter, but after 
it once takes hold the progress of the 
disease is very rapid. I believe that it 
is rarely fatal, bnt because of this en- 
largement of the glands and the conse- 
quent disfigurement of the throat it is 
most repulsive, and yet the natives are 
so accustomed to seeing it that they do 
not seem to care.' It probably is simply 
a source of discomfort rather than mor- 
tification. In fact, in some portions of 
France, Ilaly and Switzerland a goiter 
is a thing to be prized and to be exhib- 
ited, for its possession exempts a man 
from military service. Young men have 
been known to resort to certain wells 
supposed to convey this poison to the 
blood that they might evade conscrip- 
tion. 
When Savoy was annexed to 


France, vigorous measures were adopt- 
ed to stamp out if possible this hateful 
disease. There was a heavy penalty for 
drinking the water of forbidden wells, 
and then the little children were treat- 
ed in the hope of curing them. Lozen- 
ges of iodine were administered, and 
out of 5,000 children 2,000 were cured, 
and more would have been helped had 
not the parents ignorantly opposed the 
giving of the remedies. The villages al- 
so were cleaned and sanitary measures 
insisted upon. For, aside from all other 
causes, it is quite agreed that goiter may 
be transmitted or be sporadic. 
Like 


diphtheria, ifc is-a filth disease, and of- 
ten has its origin in the negligent hab- 
its of tho villagers. These peasants re- 
fuse to live elsewhere than in tho old 
"dorfer" (villages), each morning going 
far away to the fields, but returning at 
night to their overcrowded homes, 
where men, women and children, cows, 
goats and donkeys dwell together fra- 
ternally.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

UJEe Sustaining Value of Moat and Vege- 


tables Lost Through Ignorance. 


A series of investigations by experts 


connected with the United States de- 
partment of agriculture go to show that 
there is an immense amount of popular 
ignorance iu the matter of cooking; 
that, while the greater part of the food 
of man is prepared for use by cooldag, 
yot the changes which various foods un- 
dergo during the process and the losses 
tv'hich aro brought about havo been biit 
little studied. Few persons know, for 
instanca, that iu 100 pounds of uncooked 
cabbage tharo are but 73o ponndsof dry 
matter, aud of this dry matter from 2)^ 
to 3 pounds are lost in the cookini; pot. 
Experiments with potatoes showed that 
in order to obtain tho highest food value 
potatoes should not be peeled before 
cookiug; that when potatoes are peeled 
bcforo coo!:i:ig the least loss is sustained 
by putting them directly into hot water 
and boiling as rapidly as possible. 
Even thea tho loss is very considerable. 


If potatoes are pooled and soaked in 


cold water before boiling, the loss of 
mitiieuts is very great, being one-fourth 
of all the albamenoid matter. Iu a 
bushel of potatoes tho loss would bo 
equivalent to a pound of sirloin steak. 
Carrots contain less nitrogen, but rela- 
tively more albunicnoid nitrogen than 
potatoes, and therefore furnish more 
matter available for building muscular 
tissues. In order to preserve the greatest 
amount of nutrients in the cooking of 
carrots, the piecos should bo large rather 
than small. Tho boiling should be rapid, 
so that tho food value of the vegetable 
shall not bo impaired, as little water as 
possible should bo used, and if the mat- ! 
ter extracted is made available as food | 
along with the carrots a loss of 20 to I 
30 per cent or even more of the total I 
food value may ba prevented. In the 
cooking of cabbage the kind of water 
used has more effect outhe loss of nutri- 
ents than the temperature of the water 
at which the cooking is started. In any 
case tho loss is large. The losses which 
occur in the cooking of potatoes, carrots 
and cabbages vary with the different 
methods of boiling followed.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

What the tumps Mean and How They 


Should Be Treated. 


"What are these lumps in my baby's 


neck?" is a question often asked tha 
doctor. 


Lumps, or kernels as they are often 


called, because they feel like grains or 
seeds under the examining flugeis, are 
lymph bodies, or glands. 


Tha system of lymph glands and 


tubes covers the entire body. If it were 
exposed to view, it would have the ap- 
pearance of meshwork. Lymph ducts 
lead from the skin, from the mucous 
membrane, and from bono to lymph 
bodies which are further connected 
•with one another by the same means. 


At any point where there is an in- 


flammation, a sore, a breaking of the 
skin or mucous surface, there will be 
found open mouths of lymph ducts into 
which waste matter is liable to enter. 
This waste matter sets up an irritation 
and an enlargement of the lymph bod- 


i ies to which it finds its way. It will 


now ba easily understood how such an 
enlargement or inflammation of the 
lymph bodies always points to a state 
of iuflammatioa at some point, perhaps 
at a considerable distance from the 
lumps themselves. Thus a felon on the 
finger causes enlarged glands to appear 
in the armpit. 


Lumps in the neck may sometimes be 


plainly traced to eczema of the scalp. 
Sometimes the mouth is the seat of tho 
trouble. Large and inflamed tonsils may 
be present, or the teeth may be decaying. 


When tho ear is the seat of an ab- 


scess, either before or during the court 
of a purulent discharge enlarged glands 
ore common. 


Enlarged lymph bodies just behind 


the angle of the ]aw are sometimes sig- 
nificant of catarrh of the nose and the 
adjacent portion of the throat. 


The existence of enlarged lymph bod- 


ies for a few days, or sometimes for a 
longer interval, cannot be said to be in 
itself dangerous. The case is different 
•when lumps exist for several weeks or 
longer. They become changed in char- 
acter after this time and begin to break 
down and form purnlent matter. This 
stage, too, is more difficult to cure, as 
surrounding tissue may become affected. 
The skin over the glands is involved 
and becomes part of the large, soft, red 
or purplish swelling, now called an ab- 
scess, which either breaks or is lanced 
by the surgeon. 


These enlargements may become in- 


vaded by the tubercle bacilli, from 
which consumption of the lungs cr a 
general consumption may develop. 


During the course of au infections 


disease, when the glands in tho neck 
sometimes become enlarged, the care of 
the throat must not be neglected. The 
usa of an antiseptic solution on the 
affected parts will often produce an im- 
mediate good result.—Yo.uth's Com- 
panion.

It is hardly known, even to foreign res- 
idents in Japan, that that land, which 
has given us so much of art and beauty, 
has lately revived Ihe culture of itsmoht 
i-piiiailcablo flower, the asagao, our 
niorniug glory. For size, beauty, range 
of color and illimitable variety there 
attained this sunrise.flower precedes all 
othois until its cu, .,"•-«•,ion has becoma 
a cva^e, which is IjS.../ to spread to 
other countries, and—who knows—per- 
haps there introduce tha current Jap- 
ano&e custom of 5 o'clock iu tha morn- 
ing teas and garden parties. 


Asugao, the morning flower, is more 


especially Japan's own blossom than 
the chrysanthemum, which, like it, 
camo from China as a primitive sort of 
weed, afterward to be evolved by Jap- 
anese art or magic into a floral wonder 
of a hundred varying forms. 


Wo who know and grow the morn- 


ing glory as a humble back yard vine on 
a string—a vino with leaves like these 
of tho sweet potato and puny little pink 
or purple flowers—are as far in the 
floral darkness as the Chinese, who 
know it chiefly as a wild thing of fields 
and hedge rows, the vine of "the little 
trumpets" or the "dawn flower," that 
is entangled with briers and bushes tor 
miles along the top of Peking's walls. 
The old poetry aud the old art do riot 
seem to be permeated with, it, as in 
Japan, where tho forms of vases, bowla 
and cups, tho designs aud paintings oi 
the greatest masters, repeat the graceful 
lines of vine and flower, and scores of 
famous poems celebrate the asagao in 
written characters as beautiful to tha 
eye as is their sound to tho ear. 


Tho asagao was brought to Japan 


with the Buddhist religion, that partic- 
ular cult of early rising. Scholars and 
priests who went over to study the now 
religion brought back the seeds cf many 
Chinese plants. 
The tea plant canie 


then, and Eisai brought the seeds of the 
sacred bo tree, and Tai Kwan, the Chi- 
nese priest at the Obaku temple in Uji, 
who may have introduced the flower to 
Japan, was one of the first to sing of 
the asagao in graceful ontas, classic 
poems which scholarly brushes repeat 
today. 
"Asagaos bloom and fade so 


quickly, only to prepare for the mor- 
row 's glory,'' is Tai Kwan's best known 
verse*

RULES FOR CANDY MAKING. 


Mra. Borer Yells How Confections May Be 


Made at Home. 


JVIrs. S. T. Borer tells bow to make 


candies at home in The Ladies' Home 
Journal aud gives the following rules, 
which insure tha success of the work: 
"Never stir tho sngar and water after 
the sugar bas dissolved. Vnp6 down 
ponfflantly the granules forming on tho 
side of the saucepan. Do not shake or 
move the saucepan while the sirup is 
boiling. As soon as the'sugar begins to 
boil watch it carefully, having iu. your 
hand a bowl of ice water, so that you 
may try the sirup almost constantly. 
Have everything in readiness before be- 
ginning. If tho sugar grains, use it for 
old fashioned cream candy or sugar 
taffy. 
It cannot be used for fondant 


Use only the best granulated sugar for 
boiling and confectioners' XXX for 
kneading. If your fondant grains with- 
out apparent cause, you may have boil- 
ed it a little too long. A few drops of 
lemon juice or a little cream of tartar 
will prevent this. Fondant is tba soft 
mixture which forms both tho intilfle of 
the French candies and the material in 
which they are dipped, and it is to ob- 
tain this that the sugar is boiled. 


"After the sugar has reached tho 


'soft ball,' a semihard condition, 
it 


must be poured carefully into a largo 
meat plato or on a marblo slab. ""Do not 
scrape the saucepan or you will granu- 
late tba sirup. Make your fondant one 
day and mako it up into candy the nest. 
Never melt fondant by placing the 
saucepan immediately on the stove. 
Prevent the danger of scorching by 
standing the pan containing it in a ba- 
sin of water. If the melted fondant is 
too thick, add water most cautiously, a 
drop at a time. A half teaspoonful more 
than is necessary will rum the whole. 
To cool candy place it in a cool, dry 
place. To keep candy put it between 
layers of waxed paper in tin boxes. If 
the day is bright and clear, the sugar 
loses its stickiness quickly; therefore 
select a fine day for your candy mak- 
ing."

Geographical DlTiaiouB. 


It was intended that Mary land should 


be called Crescontia, but Charles I 
changed it to Terra Marios, in honor oi 
his wife, and we made it Mary's Land; 
hence Maryland (home pronunciation, 
Merrylon). 
William Penii wanted to 


call hia state New Wales, but afterward 
decided upon Sylvania, to which tho 
king prefixed the word Fenn. In 1784 
an ordinance was drawn up as follows: 
"The territory northward of the forty- 
fifth degree—that is to say, of the com- 
pletion of tho forty-fifth degree from 
tho equator and extending to the Lake 
of the Woods—shall be called Syl- 
vania." See what wa missed! The ter- 
ritory under the forty-fifth and forty- 
fourtii degrees which lies westward of 
Late Michigan was to be callod Michi- 
gania, while that to the eastward, with- 
in the peninsula formed by the lakes and 
waters of Michigan, Huron, St. Clair 
and Erie, was to be called Chersonesus, 
Heaven forbade. 


Of the territory lying under the forty- 


third arid forty-second degrees, that to 
the westward, called Assenisipia; that 
to tha eastward, iu which are tho sources 
of tho Mu&kingum, the two Miumis of 
tho Ohio, the Waba&h, the Illinois, tha 
Miamis of tho lake, and the Saudusky 
rivers, was to be called Mesopotamia. 
Tho country rhrough which tho Illinois 
nvpr runs was to.bo called Illinoia; the 
next joining to the eastward, Saratoga, 
and that between the last and Pennsyl- 
vania, extending from the Ohio to Lake 
Erie, Washington. All that region ad- 
jacent to which are the confluences of 
tho ^y.^bash, Shawuce, Tanisee, Ohio, 
Illinois, Mississippi and Missouri rivers, 
was to be called Polytamiu, and that 
farther up the Ohio, Pelisipia. Verily, a 
watchful Providence seems to have 
guarded us from these afflictions.—I\ 
York Press. 


About Eiglitnint lion*. 


Sods, although they may nob entirely 


protect a building, may preserve it from 
being seriously damaged. The Jefferson 
physical laboratory of Harvard univer- 
sity is protected in the following man- 
ner: Each of the chimneys is provided, 
with rods which are connected with 
conductors running along the eaves. 
From the corners of the roof conductors 
are led to the ground and are connected 
underground with a conductor which 
entirely surrounds the building and 
which is connected to a permanent wa- 
ter supply at least ten feec below the 
surface of the ground. Iron pipes are 
driven to reach this water supply. This 
is as near an approach to a cage as cir- 
cumstances would permit. 


A trolley car has a lightning rod in 


its trolley, which is connected through 
its motor with the rails and the ground. 
It is not beyond possibility, however, 
that a'discharge descending the trolley 
arm should refuse to go through the mo- 
tor and should seek a quicker oscillating 
path through the car. This is not likely 
to happen often, for the network of the 
trolley wire and the telegraph lines of a 
town, or city, together with the electric 
light wires, separate and divert into 
many channels the electrical disturb- 
nnca The great increase of wires in our 
cities serves to protect from great dam- 
age by lightning, for many paths are 
offered to tha discharges, which are 
thus broken up into more or less harm- 
less sparks. —Professor John Trowbridge 
iu Chautauquan. 


Poison Ivy. 


Just what it is that induces poison 


ivy to play its injurious pranks on some 
people at some times and not at others 
is still a profound mystery. One thing 
is 
certain—the number of people 


susceptible to the poisoning influence 
must be extremely few, from the tact 
that in the vicinity of Philadelphia the 
highways and byways are overrun with 
the plant to an enormous estent. It is 
frequently impossible for people to go 
by without brushing against it, and if 
it is the vapor or some exudation from 
the plant which causes the trouble thou- 
sands of persons must be under the in- 
fluence to every one who suffers from 
it. The writer of this paragraph knows 
of a tract of land on which the plant 
grows profusely and on which many 
scores of laborers are employed. These 
laborers ara frequently set to weeding 
and pulling ont the plant by the naked 
hand, and, so lar as the writer knows, 
none of these men was ever poisoned by 
it. The cattle eat it greedily whenever 
they get an opportunity 
It seeins to 


have no injurious influence on them.—

EDITOR TKAUSOBIPT:—In your last 


week's issuo you have given considerable 
space to my talk at the Hamer meeting 
the evening before election. I will not 
give an extended reply to your criticism, 
but confine myself to a single point. 


You said, "At any rate Mr. Barber is 


grossly in error about the auditor's re- 
port. If Mr. Barbsr reads sections 16 and 
36 of the charter he will seu that the par_ 
ticular report required before the city 
election is not the auditor's report but 
one for the specific purpose of informing 
the people of the financial condition of 
the city," or in other words, the treasur- 
er's report. 


I read these sections some time ago and 


have just read them again, and do not 
think I made any misstatemont or mis- 
representation Monday evening on this or 
any other point. From reading the above 
extract one would infer that section 36 
relates to the auditor's report, whereas no 
reference whatever is ;made to it in that 
section,—at least in my copy of the char- 
ier. 
If your copy differs from mine in 


this respect, please publish section 36. 


If not, then the discussion is narrowed 


down to the meaning of a single sentence 
n See. 16, which reads as follows: The 
council "Shall as often as once in each 


ear 10 days at least prior to the annual 


election, cause to be published for the use 
if the inhabitants, a particular account of 
he receipts and expenditures of said city, 
ind a schedule of all the city property 
and of the city debt." 


lily contention is, that this particular 


account, due 10-days before election, is 
Mae auditor's report, that the auditor so 
'egards it,and the chairman of the finance 
lommittee so regards it, and their excuse 
for not furnishing it was lack of time. 
It 


aems to me you are mistaken not only as 
;o what officer tbe repoit is required 
from, but also as to the nature and the 
bjectofit. The financial condition of 
he city is only incidental, the main pur- 
ose is to show how tho money is being 
expended. 
If receipts and expenditures are prop~ 


erly handled, and accounted for, the 
financial condition of our city will take 
care of itself. 


I fully realize the difficulty of a discus- 


sion of this nature being of much value, 
unless your readers can have the charter 
before them so as to test the fairness of 
both sides in their arguments, or state- 
ments. 


If your readers will examine the re- 


ports of last year by the treasurer and 
auditor they will know whether I »m 
"grossly in error," or you. The treasur- 
er's report is general, covering about five 
pages. The auditor's report is particular, 
covering over 100 pages.
